State Water Resources Board Considers 
$1,000,000 To Start Work On Success Dam 


A decision as to whether or 
not a request for $1,000,000 to 
start work on the Success dam 
will be included in recommenda- 
tions to Congress by the State 
Water Resources board wifl pro- 
bably be made at the December 
meeting of the board.

State Total

flood control work in California 
during the 12-month period 
starting next July 1. 

Last year, the board request- 
ed a $52,000,000 appropriation, 
however, congress actually pro- 
vided only $18,000,000.

For the information of those 
who are not familiar with the 
Moorehouse Creek project, it 
might be well to state first that 
the location is just off the Camp 
Nelson road a quarter of a mile 
above Soda spring. This spot is 
a natural for the raising of 
young trout since water is sup- 


~plied by a spring only a short 


distance above the rearing ponds, 
The water ‘is conveyed to the 
‘ponds by a pipe line, with gra- 
vity forcing the water, under 
ample pressure, into the rearing 
tanks. Last summer a number of 
members of the Porterville Fish 
and Game association (now the 
Southern Tulare County Sports- 
men’s association) conceived the 
idea of cleaning out a number 
~of natural ponds in the creek 
bed and forming holding tanks 
into which young fish can be 
placed when rearing tanks at 
Moorehouse become crowded. 


Ponds In Shape 

A few day’s hard work put 
these ponds into shape, at no 
cost to the association or to 
sportsmen, and the flow of wa- 
ter has been sufficient, even in 
an abnormally dry year, to rear 
some 65,000 young trout. Tem- 
perature of the water here var- 
ies only from 59 to 61 degrees. 


Many of the trout secured 
from state hatcheries as fry and 
‘fingerlings in the latter part of 
May, and-later dates, are now 
eight to 10 inches long and are 
in very fine shape. One of the 
state senators, in the fish and 
game legislative interim group 
that visited the project last week, 
viewing fish dipped up in a 
net said, “They are so fat they

really look like Black Bass.” 


Committee Pleased 

All committeemen seemed 
amazed and greatly pleased with 
results shown and quite enthui- 
astic over the possibilities of 
streamlining and modernizing 
trout propogation as was demon- 
strated to them at Moorehous 
creek. 2 

Among the advantages deve- 
loped and contemplated can be 
listed as follows: 

1. Gravity flow of water eli- 
minates power bills and the pos- 
sibility of power failure. 

2. A constant supply of pure 
water, unexcelled in any part 
of the state is assured. 

3. A constant water temper- 
ature makes both the Moorehouse 
and the contemplated Camp Wis- 
hon hatchery project highly de- 
sireable, 


Temperature Important 

Concerning the latter point, 
it might be mentioned that 
young trout are extremely sus- 
ceptible to any change in water 
temperature and any cessation 
of aeration-in the water, even 
for a few minutes, can result 
in the death of thousands of 
young trout. 

Three power failures this 
year, that brought about a loss 
of aeration, resulted in the death 
of more than 200,000 young 
trout in hatcheries and rearing 
ponds in various parts of the 
state. There is no Possibility of 
such a failure at Moorehouse, 
or Wishon, nor of the ‘death of 
fish resulting from pollution of 
water. 

At Moorehoyse, fish are fed 
three times daily with-a formula 
approved by the State Fish and 
Game commission, both in tanks

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and fearing ponds. There has 
been very little expense to the 
local sportsmen’s organization 
and the fish are ample evidence 
of what can be done under fa- 
vorable conditions. 


Trout Planted 


Many trout reared at Moore- 
house have been planted in fish- 
ing streams and additional fish 
are being planted as rapidly as 
possible. Considerable manpower 
is required for fish planting, 
and several local sportsmen are 
working week-ends and on holi- 
days in fish-planting activity.

DDT For Fly Control In Dairy Barns

DDT for fly control in dairy 
barns has been a failure this 
year but fortunately a number 
of the newly developed insecti- 
cides have proven valuable. To 
date tests conducted in Tulare 
county by the Agricultural Ex- 
tension service have shown BHC 
(benzene hexachloride)  toxa-

phene and chlordane to be ef- 
fective in fly control. 

Information released by the 
Extension Service in Los Ange- 
les county indicate that meth- 
oxychlor is also an effective fly 
control insecticide. This product 
is now undergoing tests in Tul- 
are county. 


Habits Change 
All of the above insecticides 


are much more toxic to flies 
than DDT but effective control 
is not as long as the control 
secured with DDT in previous 
years. Complete control cannot 
be expected with these insecti- 
cides because a good portion of 
the fly population spends its 
time out doors and does not come 
in contact with the toxic mater- 
ials sprayed on the milking barn 
valls. Apparently, along with 
greater resistance to DDT flies 
have developed different habits 
in recent generations. 

BHC, toxaphene and chlor- 
dane are all manufactured in li- 
quid and wettable powder form. 
MHC and chlordane are both 
more toxic than DDT to animals 
and cannot yet be recommended 
for use on milking animals. 
Toxaphene and methoxychlor are 
no more toxic than DDT in this

Is Discussed By Agricultural Economist

Economic conditions affecting 
renting and leasing of California 
agricultural properties have 
changed during recent years. 

Today leasing practices are- 
or should be-affected by: 

1. Extension of mechanization 
which affects the expenses in- 
volved in producing crops; 

2. The increasing importance 
of maintaining the crop-produc- 
-ing power of the soil; 

8. Extension of irrigated farm- 
ing; 

4. Changes 
items; 

5.. A need for better living 
conditions for tenants; 

6. Changes in farming enter- 
prises and practices with accom- 
payning effect upon costs and 
incomes; | 

7. A continuing need for equi- 
table sharing of income in terms 
of each party’s contribution of 
capital, labor, other outlays and 
responsibility. 

Rents Larger 

In general, cash rents today 
are markedly larger than during 
World War II. 

The increase in rent rates for 
vegetable, cotton, alfalfa, and 
tomato lands is _ particularly 
marked. : 

Livestock men are continuing 
to offer high rents because of 
the drouth prevailing up to the 
middle of March and the outlook 
for continuing high prices for 
beef and lamb. The same appears 
true of dairymen, 

On the other hand ,some cash

in various cost 


leases of orchards and vineyards, 
and oagcasionally. other . crops, 
have been reduced or shifted to 
a share basis because of the 
lowering of price paid during 
the harvest season of 1947. 


Shares Static 

Because share rents directly 
reflect yields and prices, the-pro- 
portion of income-sharing by 
landowners and tenants tends to 
remain fairly static. In times 
of marked prosperity - or depres- 
sion - the share may be altered. 

Comparing share rents of 1948 
with those in effect immediately 
prior to World War II indicates 
the only changes of moment to 
be an increase of. about 10% 
in the tenants’ share of decid- 
uous fruits. 

On the whole not only has the 
use of improved methods of cal- 
culating rents-share and cash- 
not made headway, but in some 
instances it has been abandoned 
where originally used,. due to 
an extent that both landowners 
and tenants prefer to speculate 
on a predetermined rental rate 
rather than to seek greater long- 
range stability. 


Variable Scale 

Some increase has occured in 
use‘of the variable scale method 
of setting rents. This method 
consists of a periodic determina- 
tion of a rental based on prices 
obtained for the farm products 
during the period for which 
the rent is calculated. The ren- 
tal rate is stipulated at the time 
of drawing up the lease, but, de- 
termining the actual cash rent

The 
wise landowner will be. fore- 
handed in making needed im- 
provements to assist in getting 
and holding tenants once the 
present demand slackens. How- 
ever, these improvements. must 
add to the profitability of the 
farm. ; ; 
Under the share method of 
renting, improvements that add 
to the production or selling 
price of farm commodities are of 
direct benefit to both the land- 
lord’ and the ténant. : 

During the past few years 
agreements between father and 
son have become fairly preval- 
ent. These father-son agreements 
provide for active participation 
in management—as well as man- 
ual work—by both father and 
son as contrasted with outright 


leasing of propesty to son by 
father. 


Less: Recording 
In California, reports from 


a number of counties indicate 


"an increase in use of these agree- 


ments. In other areas the pre- 
ference appears to be directed 
to outright renting or leasing 
the property to a son rather 
than to retaining the father-son 
relationship. 

Inquiring of a number of 
county recorders indicates that 
but few leases are now being 
recorded, less than were found 
in ‘earlier studies of this kind.

- Early Fall Planting Of Winter Barley 
Advised For Maximum Amount Of Pasture 


A maximum amount of win- 
ter pasture can be obtained from 
barley only if the crop is planted 
early in the fall, according to 
Assistant Tulare County Farm 
Advisor Ralph *L.. Worrell, who 
states that September is usually 
the best month to plant, making 
pasture available by late Nov- 
ember. 

Approximately 100 pounds 
per acre of barley should be 
seeded on land that has been 
previously irrigated. Seed should 
be covered sufficiently to pre- 
vent its drying out befort sprout- 
ing. 4 

Experience in Tulare county, 
according to Mr, Worrell, has 
shown that Vanghn barley is 
best adapted. to winter pasture, 
with Atlas probably second best. 

Nitrogen Fertilizer 

Mr. Worrell advises farmers 
to fertilize barley with nitrogen 
if it is planted on land that has 
been growing sudan, milo or 
eccrn this year. Application of 
40 pounds of nitrogen per acre 
should be enough to overcome 
temporary depression in growth 
caused by these summer crop, 

“according to Mr. Worrell.

Screwworm infestation is a 


critical summertime danger to’ 


livestock, points out Robert-H. 
Anderson, assistant farm advisor, 
University of California Agri- 
cultural Extension service. The 
American Foundation for Ani- 
mal Health reports heavy losses 
have been experienced in widely 
scattered sections from this fly. 

Mr. Anderson says prevention 
of injury to the’ animals is one 
of the most important steps in 
control. The screwworm fly usu- 
ally lays its eggs in a wound on 
the animal’s body. The eggs 
hatch in a few hours, and the 
larvae burrow into the live flesh 
of the wound. 


Animal May Die 

They will stay there for a per- 
iod of from seven to ten days 
feeding’ upon the flesh before 
falling to the ground. The com- 
plications resulting from this 
feeding and the destruction of 
the tissue, may kill the animal. 

It is most important to watch 
livestock closely during the fly 
season, Any animals with scrat- 
ches or wounds should be kept 
in a separate place for treatment 
and observation. If any such 
operations as dehorning, castra- 
ting and docking cannot be post- 
poned until cooler weather, be 
careful to keep flies from enter- 
ing the wounds. 


Smear 62 Used 

If screwworm infestation is 
suspected,’ have a _ veterinarian 
check the animals and set up a 
‘course of treatment to stop the 
damage before it has gone too 
far. The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture recommends Smear 
62 as a repellant. It is compos- 
ed of benzol (which destroys the 
larvae), diphenylamine (protects 
the wound against infestation), 
turkey red oil, and lamp black. 
Because the benzol is highly in- 
flammable, this mixture must 


be kept away from open flame, - 


lighted cigars, cigarettes, or

Against Possible Loss From Screwworm 


Pipes. 

When an animal has been in- 
jured, apply Smear .62.to thor- 
oughly cover the raw tissue and 
surrounding areas as a preventa- 
tive. If the wound has already 
been infested with screwworms, 
the prepared mixture”“is swabb- 
ed into the wound, making sure 
that it reaches all pockets made 
by the larvae. A one-inch paint 
brush may be used. Apply a 
second treatment after 24 to 48 
hours. 


Certified Milo. 
Seed From Field 
At Terra Bella

Cost Determining 
Factor In Fruit, 
Vegetable Wrapping 


BY Wn. E. GILFILLIAN 
Tulare Co. Farm Advisor 


Future retail possibilities of 
fresh fruits and vegetables in- 
dividually wrapped for the con- 
sumer depend largely on the 
cost. Prepackaging costs vary 
widely, depending upon the com- 
modity being prepared. 

Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics survey recently placed 
an average cost of two cents per 
unit for labor in the prepackag- 
ing operation. Some items, such 
as lemons, tomatoes, and lettuce, 
can be packed at a low labor 
cost, since they do not require 
trimming or extensive handling. 
Other produce, such as green 
beans, will involve more labor, 
since sorting and arranging 
are required in their prepara- 
tion. 

At present the cost of pack- 
aging labor in the warehouse 
covers a great many operations. 
The usual process is to assemble 
the bulk produce; uncrate the 
merchandise; sort, trim and pre- 
pare’ the commodity for packag- 
ing; place the produce in the 
containers! weigh the contents; 
place the packages into shipping 
containers, weigh th econtents; 
storage warehouses; and make 
up the orders of the retail. stores 
as they come in. 

Many improvements are pre- 
sently being made in the machin- 
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ery used, packaging techniques 
and methods. It is expected that 
prepackaging of many items will 
become even more profiable in 
the future.
